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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended independent claims 1 and 12 to include some of the limitations of claims 5 and 19 
respectively. Applicant has also amended dependent claims 6, 8, and 15, and has cancelled claims 5, 9-11, 14, 16-19. and claims 23- 
43. Applicant has changed the scope of the invention by amending the claims because some of the dependent claims now depend on 
new limitations. The proposed amendments will not be entered because they raise new issues that will consider further consideration 
and/or search. Applicant argues that Pearson does not teach the amended limitation of claims and 12. Examiner asserts that Pearson 
teaches generating fingerprint (column 2, line 39 through column 3, line 4), which comprises measuring propagation delays for a plurality 
of circuit elements on an FPGA and combining them to generate the fingerprint as discussed in column 17, line 15 through column 18, 
line 61 with emphasis for instance in column 18, lines 9-15. For at least the reasons cited above and in the office action, the request for 
reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
